Hopeful that, cacourayed by their example, 
all the other nations of the world will join in 
this humane endeavor and by adhering to the 
present ‘Treaty ss soon as it ,comes into force 
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bring their peoples within the seope of its benef- 


icent provisions, thus uniting the civilized nations 
of the world in a common renunciation of war 
as an instrument of their national policy ;
